SALT LAKE CITY, Utah, July 27. — 
Four suits for the recovery ot 20.000 
a-res of valuable coal lands alleged to 
have been acquired from tho I'niled 
States by gro^s frauds, were tiled in 
the United Stales Court for this dis- 
trict today. 
Attorney lleneral Mood.x 


and Distiiet Attorne.s' Hiram K lioolb 
appear as complainants and the Pleas- 
ant Valley Coal Company. Ihi 
I'Uih 


Fuel Company and their ollirers a.-, 
defendants. 


The State of Utah, according to one 


of the complainants, "by and tluouiUi 
the failure of certain of iis ollieers and 
agents to safeguard its interests," is 
male to appeal as an active part.v, "to 
a gross fraud upon complainant." This 
fraud consisted, the complainant al- 
leges, in the selection and sale by the 
Stale of agricultural and grazing'land 
that was known to be immensely valu- 
able for its coal contents. 


While the Government requires the 


State Land Board to investigate the 
character of all land before selecting 
and selling it, the Utah board, it is al- 
leged, not only failed to make any in- 
spection ot 
these 
lands, but 
also 


certitled to the I'niU-d States Land 
Ollice that 
they 
were 
non-mineral 
lands. 


In numerous other Instance.*, it is 
charged, certain officers of the coal 
companies conspired to secure title to 
coal 
land in excess of the amount 


aulhoiizcrl by law, by hiring persons 
of both sexes to enter lands which 
were afterward paid for by the de- 
fendants and assigned to them by the 
original entry. The Government'ask.i 
leave to make the Morton Trust Com- 
pany of New York, holder of a trust 
mortgage to secure the bonds of the 
Utah Fuel Company, a party to the 
suit. 


In addition to a decree declaring 


the present titles to the land null and 
void the court is asked to give judg- 
ment for the coal wrongfully extracted 
by the coal companies. 
The stock of 


the Utah Fuel Company, which has 
absorbed the Pleasant Valley, is held 
by the Kio Grande Railway interests.
